WASHINGTON, July 28.—By vote of 
® to 5 the Senate Finance Committee to- 
day approved and ordered favorably re- 
ported to the Senate the Administration 
bill urged by President Harding 
Secretary Mellon to authorize the fund- 
ing of the allied debt to the United 
States and giving the Secretary of the 
Treasury unlimited authority, subject to 
approval ky the President, to conduct 
the necessary negotiations toward that 
end. 

Efforts to limit the authority of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in this re- 
spect were made by several members~of 
the committee, but failed. Mr. Mellon, 
subject only to approval by the Presi- 
dent, will have unrestricted authority to 
conduct these negotiations for refund- 
ing, under the terms of the bill as or- 
dered reported to the Senate. 

The measure is so worded that there 
can be no Congressional intervention or 
interference whatever in the matter. Sen- 
ator Penrose, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, however, procured the adop- 
tion of an amendment which provides 
that the authority proposed to be con- 
tcrred on Secretary Mellon shall not ex- 
tend beyond the expiration of a period 
of five years from the passage of the 
measure.

Germans QweUs $240,744,511 
For Cost of Troops on Rhine 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—Ger- 
many owed the United States up to 
April 30. last $240,744,511 for 
maintenance of American troops on 
the Rhine. Secretary Weeks, sent 
the figures to the Senate today in 
answer to a resolution by Senator 
Borah, Republican, of Idaho. The 
total cost of the American occupa- 
tion forces, Dec. 18, 1918, to April 
30, the last date for which accounts 
were available, was placed at 
$275,324,192. 

There now are 500 officers, 13,241 
enlisted men and 54 nurses in Ger- 
man territory, Secretary Weeks 
stated.

Congress Likely to Take Recess August 20;

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Congress is 
expected to take a recess about Aug. 20 
until Oet.

The rule, which was promulgated a 
short time ago, does not, of course, 
affect the practice of physicians and 
surgeons outside the hospital. The hos- 
pital authorities do not undertake to 
exercise any supervision ‘over’ the 
charges made by those members of its 
staff who practice in other institutions, 
or in their own offices, or the homes 
of their patients. 

It was suggested that the rule might 
cause the most eminent of the medical 
and surgical men to take their very 
wealthy patients from out-of-town to 
institutions other than the Hopkins Hos- 
pital, and that the hospital would lose 
in this manner. No danger of this is 
feared, however, because it was said 
that any member of the medical school 
or hospital organization attempting to 
dissuade a wealthy patient from going 
to the Johns Hopkins Hospital would at 
ence convict himself of intending to 
make a charge greater than the hospital 
authorities thought fair and reasonable.

Shipping Board to Make a Test. 

WASHINGTON, July 28 (Associated 
Press).—Aggressive measures have been 
adopted by the Shipping Board to in- 
sure fair treatment for American me1- 
chant ships in the award of trading 
privileges in foreign ports.

te the British shipping lines. The same 
dispatch mentioned a _ possibility that 
cctaliatcry measures against the Brit- 
ish ships in American ports might be 
adopted should the American protest 
fail, but the officials here described 
these negotiations as too delicate to 
permit «f comment at this time. 

It is realized here that to bar British 
ships from American ports, as the board 
has oy to do under the Shipping 
act, might lead to a serious interna- 
tional incident, and the impression is 
given that such a recourse stands well 
in the background, even though it never 
is lost sight ot as a possibility. 

The general expectation is that a few 
days will see a complete appreciation of 
the American attitude abroad and a 
readjustment which will be satisfactory 
to every one. 

Success for the board’s policy is be- 
lieved by Administration officials to 
presage a large increase in the mer- 
chandise carried in American bottoms, 
aiding in the task of putting idle Ship- 
ping Board ships into service. In.the 
case of Alexandria alone, the direct 
cotton shipments which it is hoped to 
transfer from foreign to American ves- 
sels amount to something over 200,000 
tons annually.

HOOVER AIDS UNEMPLOYED. 


Asks States to Let Road Contracts 
Providing Jobs This Fall.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—In an effort 
to help solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment, Secretary Hoover has written to

Edward Sarsfield, 30, of 70 Howard 
Avenue, Brooklyn, was bathing in Ja- 
maica Bay, Howard Beach. early last 
night with the Missés Elizabeth and 
Grace Lutz of 808 Macon Street, Brook- 
lyn, when he ventured out beyond his 
depth and was drowned. 

The Lutz family have-a bungalow at 
Howard Beach and Sarsfield had been 
invited to spend a féw days at the place. 
Shortly after supper last night he and 
the young women went in for a swim 
at the foot of Hawtree Creek Road. 

They had been in the water a short 
time when the young women heard him 
cry for help and saw him struggling. As 
neither of them were good swimmers 
they became frightened and ran to a 
nearby bungalow to summon help. When 
they returned Sarsfield had been 
drowned and his body carried out with 
the tide. 

After diving about for more than a 
half hour several young men gave up 
the search for the body.

SIXTY SHIPS NEEDED 
FOR HUDSON BRIDGE 


Lindenthal Says Pontoons Could 
Be Thrown Across River 
in Ninety Days. 


BUILDING COMPANY FORMED 


Project Preliminary to Great Trans- 
Hudson Span With Towers Taller 
Than Woolworth Bullding. 


The proposed pontoon bridge across, the 
Hudson River at Yonkers ig backed by 
the same private interesta which have 
incorporated to span the Hudson be- 
tween Manhattan at Fifty-ninth Street 
and Weehawken with the 1argest bridge 
in the world. That the pontoon bridge 
may be brought to speedy materializa- 
tion was indicated yesterday by its pro- 
moters, who stated that the United 
States Shipping BKoard already has 
segregated the requisite number of 
wooden ships for pontoons. These facts 
were disclosed to THE New Yorke TIMeEs 
by George A. Post, who resigned the 
Presidency of the Standard Coupling 
Corporation to become President of the 
Hudson River Bridge and Terminal As- 
sociation, Inc. 

No fewer than sixty of the Shipping 
Board's wooden vessels would be util- 
ized in the construction of the pontoon 
bridge, provided they can be purchased 
at a figure satisfactory to the Hudson 
River Pontoon Bridge Corporation, 
which is now seeking incorporation un- 
der Federal statute, the bill having been 
introduced last Wednesday in the Senate 
by Senator Frelinghuysen of New Jer- 
sey. The Hudson River Bridge and 
Terminal Association, Inc., was incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of 
New York last January. 

Plans for the pontoon bridge across 
the Hudson are peing aeveloped by 
Gustav Lindenthal, the engineer of the 
Hell Gate Bridge, and who has com- 
pleted the plans for bridging the Hudson 
at Fifty-ninth Street with a structure 
suspended from two towers, each higher 
than the Woolworth Building, and hay- 
ing a capacity greater than that of the 
four East River bridges combined. Mr. 
Lindenthal was out of the city yester- 
day, and only & general outline of the 
proposed pontoon bridge could be fur- 
nished by Mr. Post. According to him 
the pontoon bridge is intended only to 
afford temporary means of traffic while 
the big bridge is under construction. He 
said that the cost, including the pur- 
chase of the Shippin Board vessels 
ought not to exceed $2,000,000. With 
the enabling legislation an established 
fact, and with the financing of the 
project completed, he said it was esti- 
mated by Mr. Lindenthal that the pon- 
toon bridge could be thrown acress the 
Hudson at Yonkers within ninety days. 

The width of the river at the point se- 
lected is 5,020 feet. «The pontoon ships 
would bridge the Hudson from near 
Yonkers to Alpine on the other side at 
intervals of about one hundred feet. 
The spans between ships would be con- 
structed of fabricated steel parts, a 
method, Mr. Post explained, which 
would greatly expedite the work*of con- 
struction. The bridge would be laid 
across the decks of the vessels at an 
average elevation of forty feet above 
the water's surface, sufficient to permit 
tugs, passenger boats and other river 
craft to navigate the river without re- 
course to the drawbridge to be provided 
in the centre of the structure. This 
draw, Mr. Post said, would be of the 
type opened by raising, and the time 
required to pass a tall-masted vessel 
would not exceed five minutes. 

The plans for the pontoon bridge as 
developed to date contemplate two ve- 
hicular lanes of approximately ten-foot 
width each. Their cembined capacity, 
it is estimated, would make it possible 
for trucks and other vehicles to cross 
the pontoon bridge at the rate of 600 an 
hour. Every provision would be made 
to minimize the fire hazard. Mr. Post 
pointed out that since it would cost more 
to dismantle the wooden ships desired 
for the pontoons than the salvaged ma- 
chinery would be worth, each pontoon 
would be equipped with pumps, easily 
adaptable to fire-fighting purposes. 

The cost of the undertaking may be 
estimated with more accuracy after to- 
morrow, when the Shipping Board will 
receive ‘bids for its wooden ships. It 
was learned from Mr. Post that the plan 
to build the pontoon bridge was an out- 
growth of the difficulties of the United 
States Shipping Board. Several months 
ago that Governmental agency was seek- 
ing for an anchorage for some of the 
many idle wooden ships in local waters. 
The board’s representative approached 
the Palisades Interstate Park Commis- 
sion with an offer to pay a certain rental 
for an unchorage under the jurisdiction 
of the commission. 

‘““The offer,’’ explained Mr. Post, 
‘“was made to Major W. A. Welch, 
engineer of the Palisades Interstate 
Park Commission, who always thinks of 
the park in terms of accessibility. 
‘What a pity all those ships could not 
be used to ee the Hudson so as to 
make the Palisades Interstate Park more 
accessible to the millions of citizens of 
New York City and other communities 
on the east bank of the Hudson,’ sug- 
gested Major Welch. 

‘‘Major Welch suggested the feasibfi- 
ity of the pontoon bridge to Otis H. 
Cutler, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
‘rectors of the American Brake and Shoe 
Foundry Company, who also is Chairman 
of the Hudson River Bridge Corporation. 
He was told by Mr. Lindenthal that the 
undertaking was a practical one, and 
then he referred Major Welch's sugges- 
tion to me, with the result that I have 
taken it up with the Secretary of War 
and with Chairman Lasker of the Ship- 
ping Board, both of whom have assured 
me of their sympathetic interest and co- 
operation.”’ 

Mr. Post said that the tolls would be 
fixed by ‘the Secretary of War on the 
basis of construction, amortization and 
other costs as related to the capacity of 
the bridge and the volume of traffic it 
might be expected to handle. In con- 
clusion Mr. Post said that the people of 
New York and New Jersey once pro- 
vided with a Hudson River bridge would 
never be willing to do without one, which 
would help to ensure the materialization 
of the great bridge at Fifty-ninth Street. 


ASKS CARNEGIE PENALTY CUT 


Estate Falled to Pay Transfer Tax 
Within Required Time. 


Counsel for the estate of Andrew Car- 
negio applied in the Surrogate’s Court 
yesterday for a reduction from 10 per 
cent. to 6 per cent. of the penalty for 
failure to pay the transfer tax within 
the required time. The total tax was 
$660,000, on which a payment of $600,000 
was made on Feb. 10, 1920, leaving only 
$60,000 due. 

Root, Clark, Buckner & Howland, the 
attorneys, said John J. Lyons was ap- 
ointed transfer tax appraiser originally, 
But he was unable to complete his re- 
port before he took office as Secretary 
of State. George Brokaw Compton then 
was appointed, but because of the com- 
plex nature of the estate and the intri- 
cate questions involved the report was 
not filed until June 29.

LARESCH SENTENCED 
FOR KILLING HORTON 


Driver of Bandit Car, Convicted in 
Second Degree, Gets Twenty 
Years to LifeTerm. ‘ 


A jury in Judge Crain's part of Gen- 
eral Sessions at 9 o’clock last night re- 
turned a verdict of murder in the sec- 
ond degree against Nicholas Laresch on 
an indictment charging him with shoot- 
ing and killing Police Lieutenant Floyd 
Horton while escaping from a hold-up 
in the apartment house at 540 West 
146th Street on the night of Dec. 16 last. 
Judge Crain immediately sentenced 
Laresch to Sing Sing for a term of from 
twenty years to life. 

The jury had the evidence under ad- 
visement six and a half hours. At 6 
o'clock they returned to the courtroom 
and requested Judge Crain to have read 
to them the testimony of Mrs. Emma 
Rogers of 19 Horton Place, Yonkers, 
who saw the shooting. Mrs. Rogers said 
that she saw. Lieutenant Horton, who 
was in civilian’s attire, jump on the 
right running board of an automobile in 
which were Laresch, his brother Joseph, 
who was shot and killed by Lieutenant 
Horton, and Mrs. Lucille Brooks of 
Michigan Boulevard, Chicago. 

She said that a few seconds before 
she heard a shot coming from the di- 
rection of the apartment house, and 
after a man jumped into an automobile 
in front of the place, she saw the chauf- 
feur of the. automobile fire several shots 
at the Lieutenant while he stood on the 
running board. 

She added that Horton had fired sev- 
eral shots into the rear of the car be- 
fore the man in front began to shoot 
at him, and that Horton then dropped 
off the running board on the right side 
and ran around to the left side, where 
he and the man in the front of the car 
renewed the pistol duel as the Lieuten- 
ant stood on the running board there. 

She declared that the defendant ‘‘ cer- 
tainly looked like the man” who shot 
and killed Lieutenant Horton, and her 
story was corroborated In every respect 
by Otto H. Weisel, a boarder in her 
home. 

It was said that the prolonged delib- 
eration of the jury was due to the fact 
that some of the jurors felt that, al- 
though the defense had admitted that 
Laresch drove the car, Mrs. Rogers’s 
inability to state positively that 
Laresch was the man who did the 
sLooting made it impossible for them 
to return a verdict of murder in the 
first degree. 

Mrs. Irma Horton, widow of the slain 
Lieutenant, was in court when the fore- 
man of the jury announced the verdict. 
Seated behind her were the two sisters 
of the convicted man. Mrs. Horton di- 
rected her gaze at Laresch as the ver- 
dict was announced, but she revealed 
no emotion. 

Laresch seemed relieved that the ver- 
dict was for tke lesser. offense. As 
Judge Crain stepped down from the 
bench Mrs. Horton shook hands with 
him and smiled. 

Laresch, before being taken to the 
Tombs, said he was 35 years old, was a 
chauffeur, married and lived at 303 
Sixth Street, Brooklyn. He was sen- 
tenced by Judge Mulqueen to one year 
in the penitentiary in 1912, he said.

The 
ruling as to fees also would furnish 
grounds for the executors of estates of 
rich’ men to contest bills which might 
be rendered by physicians or surgeons 
for services. 

The action of the Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital Trustees establishes, so far as is 
known, a precedent. No other institu- 
tion of high standing has ever before 
made such a ruling affecting members 
of its staff, and there has been no 
standard by which the courts could be 
guided as to the reasonableness of the 
charges for such services as physicians 
and surgeons render. 

A forerunner of the action by the hos- 
pital Trustees was the statgment made 
by Dr. J. Whitridge Williams, Dean of 
the Medical School, in an address he 
delivered a couple of months ago to the 
medical alumni of the University of 
Maryland. On that occasion he declared 
that the greatest danger confronting the 
medical profession was the love of 
money, and said the time had come 
when a halt would have to be called on 
many members of the profession who 
profiteer on their patients and charge 
all the traffic will bear. 

‘‘As a result on this tendency on the 
part of many physicians,’’ he said, ‘‘I 
believe the doctors of the present time 
are not held as high in the opinion of 
the public as the doctors of former 
years. Many men regard medicine as a 
means of making money rather than as 
a means of doing good. The field of 
medicine is no place for the man who 
wants to make money.”’

RESTRICTIONS ON BALLOONS | 


Regulations Apply Only to Army 
Fliers, but Other Departments 
ihe Contemplate Precautions.

WASHINGTON, July 
the fatal accidents occurring as the re- 
sult of airplanes doing stunts’ over 
holiday crowds, the War Department 
has issued general orders restricting fly- 
ing over towns and prohibiting ‘‘ stunt 
flying ’’ over crowds except under un- 
usual conditions. 
generai rules apply to lighter-than-air 
craft. 
Except in taking off from fields lo- 
cated in or near thickly populated areas, 
® the general order provides that planes 
will be so flown that the line of flight 
and altitude will be such as to permit 
them to glide with a dead motor to a 
gafe landing without danger to persons 
* or property on the ground. 
The paragraph dealing with ‘* stunt 
» flying ’’ in the general order reads: 
*‘ Acrobatic flying over cities, towns 
or populous: districts or over assem- 
blages of persons gathered on the

Oxford and Cambridge Divide 
Honors With Princeton and 


Cornell on Track. 


EACH WINS FIVE EVENTS 


Visitors Display Unexpected 
Strength at Travers Island 
—Record for Nokes. 


BEATS MARK IN HAMMER 


Oxonlan’s Throw Measures 160 Feet 
7 Inches — Abrahams Double 
Victor—Tiger Stars Shine. 


Showing a remarkable recovery and 
surprising strength after its overwhelm- 
ing setback of last Saturday, the com- 
hined Oxford-Cambridge team of college 
athletes held their American cousins 
from Princeton and Cornell to a tie in 
the international intercollegiate track 
and field meet at Travers Island yes- 
terday afternoon. In the ten-event pro- 
gram each team scored five individual 
guccesses and since there was no pro- 
vision for deciding the victory on the 
number of second positions registered, 
@3 was the case at Cambridge last week, 
the meet was officially declared a tie. 

An unexpected recovery by the British 
collegians in the two closing events of 
the program produced the indecisive re- 
sult. With eight events completed, the 
sturdy wearers of Princeton’s Orange 
and Black and Cornell’s Red and White 
were leading their rivals from across 
the sea by 5 victories to 3. The run- 
ning broad jump and the half-mile run 
remained to be decided. Not long did 
the crowd have to walt in suspense. H. 
M. Abrahams of Cambridge captured the 
broad jump and, on top of this, Bevil 
G. D. Rudd, Oxford captain and Olym- 
pic 400-metre champion, scored a = 
tacular victory in the half-mile run, 
closing ine program. 

For a time it was thought that sec- 
end positions would determine the vic- 
torious team. In this the English col- 
Jegians led, with 6 placements to 6 for 
the Americans, the extra position com- 
ing as a result of a tie in the gyre 
high jump. Following a meeting it was 
announced that the meet had 
awarded to England on this basis, but 
a subsequent official announcement re- 
versed this decision and declared the 
meet a tie. 

A Surprising Showing. 


been } 


England's showing was @ surprise 
Overwhelmed by Harvard and Yale last 
week, the collegians sporting the light 
blue of Cambridge and the dark blue of 
Oxford were accorded only an outside; 
chance for victory over the strong 
Princeton-Cornell combination. As the 
meet progressed there was every indi- 
cation of another American triumph, al- 
though not quite so convincing as that} 
scored by Harvard and Yale. The Engzg- 
lish athletes trailed when four events 
had been decided at 3 to 1. A victory 
by H. B. Stallard in the mile made the 
score 3 to 2, but Bill Massey of Prince- 
ton took the hurdles event and gave 
America a lead of 4 to 2. M. C. Nokes 
of Oxford captured the hammer throw 
and pulled the visitors to within one 
point of the bome-breds, but a victory 
by B. Forseman of Princeton. in the 
three-mile run put America in front by 
5 to 3. Then came the sterling victory 
of Abrahams in the broad jump and the 
spectacular triumph of Rudd in the half- 
mile run, giving England an even break 
in the distribution of points. — 

One international intercollegiate record 
was eclipsed, the honor going to Nokes. 
This sturdy Oxonian threw the sixteen- 
pound hammer 160 feet 7 inches, dis- 
placing the record heave of J. F. Brown 
of Harvard, who got the hammer out to 
159 feet 3% inches at Cambridge 
Saturday. le 

Nokes’s performance was one of tne 
ecintillating accomplishments in a series 
which abounded with brilliant exhibi- 
tions. The English collegian, unaccus- 
tomed to the shortened throwing cir- 
cle adopted in this country had con- 
giderable difficulty in getting the best 
out of his powerful arms and rythmic 
swing. Not until his last trial, in a 
series of six attempts, did Nokes send 
out his victorious throw. Three times 
in the course of the event the Dark 
Blue wearer fouled as a consequence of 
attempting three full swings before let- 
ting the hammer fly. He corrected this 
shortcoming, the result 
was a record. 

Nokes did not need the record to win. 
On his third heave ne got the hammer 
out to 150 feet 11 3-4 inches, a mark 
which was unapproached by the Ameri- 
can collegians. Nokes’s fourth throw 
fell short of his previous distance, and 
on his fifth he fouled for the third time. 
Then he exercised the utmost care in 
his final toss and sent the ball flying 
out 160 feet 7 inches. 


Two Victories for Abrahams. 

The bright particular star in the visi- 
tors’ demonstration was Harold M. 
Abrahams, wearer of the Cambridge 
light blue. He contributed two victories 











however, and 


‘to the cause of his countrymen and 


d the way for the unexptcted closing 
Tecovery shown by the lads from across 
the sea. Abrahams started England off 
auspiciously by capturing the 100-yard 
Gash, which opened the program. It was 
the work of this same athlete in the 
broad jump which pulled the visitors to 
within a single point of an even break 
in the honors of the day. 

The chief American strength came 
from the ranks of the Princetonians. 
Wearers of the Orange and Black fur- 
nished four of America’s five successes. 
The only Cornell triumph was supplied 
by J. P. Stack, in the high jump. Mm 

America won the quarter-mile run, 120- 
yard high hurdle race, three-mile run, 
16-pound shot-put and the running high 
jump. England’s representatives car- 
ried off the 100-yard dash, half-mile 
run, mile run, 16-pound hammer throw 
and the running broad jump. 

Perhaps the most spectacular victory 
of the day was registered by B. Forse- 
man of Princeton in the three-mile run. 
The wiry little Orange and Black ath- 
lete captured this event in a manner 
which would have done credit to a 
veteran of competition, showing the way 
to W. R. Seagrove of Cambridge, ,who 
was the favorite to win. Forseman 
finished with an advantage of about 
fifteen yards over his British rival, who 
was the only surviving competitor. W. 
G. Tatham of Oxford and R. E. Brown 
of Cornell completed the field at the 
start, but both found the going too hard 
and withdrew after completing two 
miles. Urged on by the shouts of about 
3,500 enthusiastic spectators, Forseman 
kept America’s colors out in front and 
finally broke the tape a winner in 
5:18 3-5. Seagrove staggered over the 
me, where he collapsed in the arms of 
the sturdy Nokes, in 15:20 4-5. 


Stevenson Runs Brilliant Quarter. 


Billy Stevenson of Princeton, national 
quarter-mile champion and holder of the 
championship record, supplied another 
brilliant victory when he captured the 
quarter-mile run.

GIANTS AGAIN WIN 
FROM THE PIRATES 


Make It Three Straight Over 
Pittsburgh by Taking Final 
of Series, 6 to 4. 


SCORE FOUR IN THE NINTH 


Late Rally Enables New Yorkers to 
Advance Within One Game 
of Leaders. 


Speotal to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 28.—Hvery- 
thing was gloom in Smoketown this fair 
July evening. Through the mist ot 
haze George Gibson's cute little goat 
wandered disconsolate and distressed, 
and the pennant aspirations of this 
wildly excited city have wilted like the 


collars of the citizens. Ail because the 

hated Giants scored four runs in the 

ninth inning of today’s game at Forbes 

Field and sauntered away with the final 

battle of the series. The score was 86 to 

4, which, interpreted into other terms, 

means that the New Yorkers won their 

third straight from the Corsairs, car- | 
ried off the series by three garnes to} 
one, and left for Cincinnati tonight only 
one contest removed from first place. 

The story of that ninth inning is a 
pleasant and simple tale. It begins with 
a walk that Earl Smith coaxed out of 
the reluctant Charley Glazner and con- | 
tinues with a double nobly propelled 
forth by Frank Frisch that sent the 
tying and winning runs across the plate. 
As an extra precaution, Frankie followed 
his mates across the rubber when 
George Cutshaw hurled wildly to the 
plate, but the run was superfluous, for 
Bill Ryan, who attended to the pitching 
in the ninth, set the Pirates down as 
fast as they bobbed up. 

When the Giants teed off in the ninth, 
theirs was a dark and gloomy cause. 
As a result of an early bombardment 
of Jess Barnes and Phil Douglas itn the 
third and fourth frames, the Corsairs | 
were the proud possessors of a two-run 
lead when the final chukker rolled 
around. The fans were sitting back in 
the confident expectation of seeing that 
three-game lead restored and the Giants 
sent on to Cincinnati the same margin 
behind the Pirates as when the present 
hectic series began. It looked very 
promising for Gibson’s men end very 
dark for the Giants. 


Brown Makes Good. 


This was the state of affairs when 
Earl Smkh strolled to the plate in the 
ninth. Earl, taking advantage of Glaz- 
ner’s generosity, got a base on balls. 
Bili Cunningham was sent in to run for 
the blond catcher and Eddie Brown, 
pinch hitter par excellence, swung a | 
stick for Douglas. Continuing his ex- 
cellent performances in this réle, Brown 
dropped a single over Maranville’s head, 
Cunningham pausing at second base. 
The bases became completely clogged 
when George Burns smashed a hot sin- 
gle off Karnhart’s glove. 

The best Bancroft could muster was 
a line drive to Bigbee. The Pittsburgh 
left fielder, after catching the pill, 
threw to Maranville in an attempt to 
double Brown off second. Eddie foiled 
the enemy by getting back to the bag 
safely, and Cunningham foiled them 
still more by starting for home and 
making it before Maranville could re- 
cover his wits. Frisch then doubled to 
centre, and Brown and Burns crossed 
the plate with the run that tied and the 
run that put the Manhattanites in the 
lead. Trying to head off Burns, who 
had dashed clear around from first base, 
Cutshaw tossed wildly to Schmidt and 
Frisch scored the fourth run of the in- 
ning before the pellet could be _ re- 
trieved. 

With Ryan doing the pitching and 
Snyder behind the bat, the Pirates were 
easy in their section of the-~ ninth. 
Rohwer, batting for Glazner, sent an 
easy grounder to Howard Berry, who 
played at second base during the ulti- 
mate chapter. Ryan himself attended 
to Bigbee’s roller and Carey popped 
harmlessly to Bancroft. 

- Until the final explosion blew the 

Pirates clear out of Forbes field the 
Giants had been munching contentedly 
from Charley Glazner’s lily white hand. 
Gibson’s sensational recruit had allowed 
only six hits and two runs in the first 
eight frames and he seemed well on the 
way to add another victory to the size- 
able list to his credit. Two hits and 
an error by Rabbit Maranville had been 
converted into two runs in the second 
inning, but the Pirates took the runs 
right back in the third and added a 
third marker for good measure. A 
fourth local tally in the fourth frame 
gave Glazner a neat working margin, 
and he allowed only three hits between 
the second and the ninth. 


Glazner Falls Again. 


Incidentally, today’s setback was the 
second that the fast-traveling recruit 
has suffered in the series with the 
Giants. Glazner finished the ten-inning 
struggle which the Giants won on Tues- 
day and had the defeat. chalked up 
against him. Previous to that after- 
noon Glazner had lost only one game 
this season. 

Jess Barnes made a _ heroic but un- 
successful effort to lead the Giants to 
victory in the final game. Jess ha# 
reviously finished and won the ten- 
nning contest, but he lasted only two 
and one-third innings in this afternoon’s 
stand against the Pirates. After four 
singles and a triple had rolled off the 
Pittsburgh bats in the third. Phil Doug- 
las was called to the rescue, and the 
Shuffler kept the Pirates in check with 
the exception of the fourth, when they 
added one more tally to the grand total. 
Ryan, as before mentioned, pitched the 
ninth inning after Phil had been ex- 
tracted in favor of Pinch-hitter Eddie 
Brown. 

Irish Meusel, newest members of the 
Giant family, cut himself a neat niche 
during the game by banging out three 
singles, thus leading the Manhattan 
sluggers, 

The Giants made one hit and the Pi- 
rates two in the opening session with- 
out any runs resulting, but Kelly start- 
ed the visitors off in the second wit 
a single to left. Meusel shot a one-bag- 
ser to right centre and Kelly halted at 
third. On Rawlings’s fly to Carey, Kelly 
sored, and Meusel trottec to third when 
Maranville threw wild to first trying to 
vatch Irish loafing off the near corner. 
Smith grounded to Cutshaw and Meusel 
s!id under the throw to the plate. 

The Pirates waited until the third be- 
fere helping themselves to three runs 
6nd the lead, which they kept until the 
ninth.

Smoking was bad for the body and 
mind of men, still worse for women, 
bound to be injurious to their children.

It would be interesting 
to know why a proposal 
to tax bachelors is in- 
variably greeted as a joke.

The tax on bachelors 
certainly is warranted by every claim 
of economics and sociology. No service 
to the State is half so vital as that ren- 
dered by the father of a family, yet he 
has not only to support his wife and 
children but is taxed directly on his dn- 
come and indirectly on every item of 
food and clothing bought for those de- 
pendent on him. The greater his ser- 
vice to the State the more the State 
sets him back financially 

Down in Georgia a bachelor tax of 
$5 for all over 30 has passed the 
House and now goes before the Senate. 
An amendment was offered jaising the 
tax to $200 a year and extending it to 
grass widowers, Furthermore, the 
amendment proposed that married folk 
of three years’ standing who are—child- 
less should be taxed $500. Excépt that 
this latter sum is excessive in compari- 
son with the other taxes, the~amend- 
ment is in every way as logical and 
just as the bachelor tax. Yet at this 
point the members of the lower house 
developed a sense of humor and dis- 
carded it. 

One of the anomalies of democratic 
government is that its citizens vote as 
individuals and that the law in general 
ignores the claims of the family. Yet 


it is an axiom of sociology that the 
family is the unit of the State. in 
spite of the humorists, there is an in- 
creasing tendency here and in Europe 
to tax those who refuse marriage and 
parenthood and to exempt those who 
have dependents from the income tax.

But now cometh the defendant and 
deposeth that his domestic difficulties 
were due to quite other causes. His 
wife had married him on the supposition 
that he was a rich man. Finding that 
he was not, she had trumped up charges 
as the basis of a suit for divorce. 

This may not mix up the lawyers and 
Judges, but it certainly will confuse the 
humorists and the social satirists. An 


insatiate golfer, yet a poor man? The 
two things are in flat contradition, if 
all we are told about the ‘‘rich man’s 
game” is true. Then there is the strange 
complaint of the wife—not that she was 
compelled to listen to her husband's golf 
stories, but that he made her a miserable 
allowance for household expenses. Such 
things make one doubt if, after all, the 
Frenchman was right who said that life 
is more romantic than fiction.

Your remarks this morning on 
Post Office are to the point. 

The friends of the project to remove 
antiquated building are much elated over 
the Congressional report. For the first 
time the Federal authorities have adniitted 
the inadequacy of the City Hall building 
and acknowledged that it is. out of date 
and must be practically rebuilt. 

In the face of the widespread desire to 
restore City Hall Park to its original beauty 
and size no temporary expedient will suf- 
fice to preserve this structure permanently. 
Public opinion is determined to remove this 
building and any money spent upon it at 
this time will be lost eventually, 

ft is also quite within reason to say that 
the amount required for this,purpose would 
purchase several other sites in different 
locations and tnus improve the service in a 


manner that cannot be accomplished by a 
single station. 

All these matters will come up when the 
legislation recommended by the commission 
comes before Congress. But it is well to 
call attention to this phase of the matter as 
early as possible.

AiR BOMBING TESTS. 


Results Achieved Thus Far Regarded 
as Inconclusive. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter which was published in 
THE New York Times of July 23 over 
the signature of Marcus A. Goodrich, 
naval aviator, shows that he must he 
entirely unfamfliar with the testimony 
before Congress ~ of Brig. Gen. 
Mitchell as well as the results of the 
bombing tests. General Mitchell re- 
quested a battleship from the navy to 
experiment with. Secretary Daniels 
promised to grant the request, but ob- 
stacles of all kinds have been placed 


in the way of the Air Service making}> 


tests which would prove whether or not 
aircraft can successfully attack battle- 
ships under war conditions. The bat- 
tleship has never been turned over. 
According to official statements by the 
navy the recent tests off the Virginia 
Capes were merely naval ordnance 
tests. As such, the navy orders re- 
quired the dropping of all kinds of 
bombs before there could be used bombs 
of a size that would sink the ships. It, 
therefare, has been easy for the navy 
to say that eighty-seven bombs » were 
dropped with only‘two hits. Inasmuch 
as General Mitchell believes that bombs 
dropped alongside are more “efficient 
than direct hits and his contention has 
been borne out by the sinking of the 
Frankfurt and Ostfriesland by such 
hits, it will be interesting to know how 
many bombs of a dangerous character 
were dropped in the danger zone on or 
around the ships. 


The question of fog and rain rendering 
aircraft useless was brought up in the 
early days of the air mail, but the 
records of this service show that rain, 
fog, snow and sleet have not interfered 
with the regular daily schedule of mail 
planes. And «it must be remembered 
that these planes are being operated in 
peace time and are not on war missions, 

The navy called off the bombing of 
‘the Ostfriesland on the morning of 
July 20 on account of rain and rough 
sea. After the Atlantic fleet had pro- 
ceeded an hour and a half toward shore, 
much to the disgust of the distinguished 
party that had gone from Washington 
to see the tests, Brig. Gen. Mitchell 
radioed that he was ready to attack, 
Thereupon the entire fleet turned about 
and proceeded to the target. 


When the search problem of the Iowa 
is considered naval partisans will do 
well to recognize the fact that the cost 
of the entire equipment at Langley 
Field, most of which is obsolete, repre- 
sents the cost of only one destroyer. 
Given equipment representing the cost 
of the battleship or the fleet to be <dis- 
covered the results would be so over- 
whelming that there could be no ques- 
tion regarding the scouting ability of 
aircraft. 

Your correspondent states that it took 
9 hours and 37 minutes and 26,850 
pounds of bombs to destroy a _ light- 
armored cruiser. The ordnance experi- 
ments required the dropping of small 


bombs which could not bring about the | 


destruction of the ship. From the time 
General Mitchell started dropping 609- 
pound bombs on the Frankfurt until she 
sank there elapsed scarcely a half hour 
and only fourteen bombs were dropped, 
the eleventh being so placed alongside 
that the vessel went down in about 
twenty minutes. 

As all these tests were so prepared 
that they would prove little or nothing, 
it is quite proper not to draw broad 
conclusions, but to distort the results 
of the tests as your correspondent has 
is only confusing the issue. The issue 
which Brig. Gen. Mitchell . has 
raised is characterized as illegitimate. 
This country can well afford to secure 
such information from a fearless army 
officer, who flew 700 miles over the sea 
in one day during the tests rather than 
from an enemy in time of war. Your 
correspondent does not make mention 
of the fact that nine unexploded naval 
bombs were found on the Frankfurt 
after the ordnance tests. Such an ex- 
hibition demands an investigation into 
the Naval Ordnance Department. 


In all of the discussion regarding the 
aircraft against fleets it must be bome 
in mind that the late war has demon- 
strated that a fleet must remain at its 
base a large part of the time. It is at 
this time that it will be most vulner- 
able to attack by aircraft. Also, it is 
realized by a few that no naval battle 
occurs at night, whereas the night- 
time is ideal for an attack by aircraft. 
Flares dropped from aircraft will ren- 
der them invisible, while they would 
illuminate the entire fleet. 


The recent tests must not be con- 
sidered as aircraft attacks, for they 
were not in any sense. If any of the 
ships that were sunk had been attacked 
while at full speed with steam up and 
ammunition aboard each of them would 
have been sunk within thirty minutes, 
The main lesson to be drawn from the 
tests is that /airmen should be placed 
in charge of air operations and that 
General Mitchell should be given an 
opportunity to prove his contention if it 
has not already been proven inadver- 
tently by the Naval Ordnance tests.

The purpose of this letter is to raise 
several technical considerations regard- 
ing the performance of airplane bombs 
against warcraft. 


By what authority does the press pro- 
claim the Ostfriesland a modern battle- 
ship? Why should her ignominious per- 
formance gauge that of the Pennsyl- 
vania or Maryland? The Ostfriesland 
was built about 1910 and is on a par 
with our Delaware, the laggard of our 
fleet. Isn’t it idle folly to suppose that 
our modern battleships have been con- 
atructed with no improvement, espe- 
cially under water, in the last eleven 
years? 

Bombers were successful in sinking a 
cruiser and several destroyers. Instead 
of advertising the navy as obsolete be- 
cause of this fact, why not admit that 
one well-placed shot from a five-inch 
gun would have been just as effective? 


The press seems reticent to admit that 
the so-called tests were conducted under 
conditions ideal to the extreme as far as 
assistance to the bombers was con- 
cerned. Why not mention the fact that 
a little rough or foggy weather would 
deter the Mitchellites, and that a ship 
moving at from twenty to thirty-five 
knots would be a different target from 
one anchored at both ends? A little anti- 
aircraft gunning and a few pursuit 
planes operating from the ship would 
possibly present at least a mental hazard 
for the targeteers. 


Battleships have frequently been thus 
assailed. They have survived the ex- 
travagant optimism of the fast torpedo- 
boat, the submarine and the torpedo 
plane. It should be noted that the coun- 
tries most jubilant over novelties have 
suffered in sea power to ahout the same 
proportion. /H.N. WALLIN. ..

LONDON, July 28 (Associated Press.)

The setting of the date for the official 
end of the war will pave the way for 
the settlement of financial transactions 
outstanding between the Bank of = 
land and the Stock Exchange, and will 
mean much to certain lines of business. 


HUNGARIAN MONEY DROPS. 


Crowne Quoted at 400 to the Dollar 
—Swiss Speculators Blamed. 


BUDAPEST, July 28 (Associated 
Press.)—The Hungarian crown, which 
recently declined to 480 to the dollar, is 
now 400 to the dollar.: The recent fluc- 
tuations in currency are provoking a 
serious economic crisis and there is 
rising indignation against speculators 
whose operations in Zurich, Switzer- 
land, are alleged to be the cause of the 
trouble. 

The belief is expressed here that 
speculators were responsible for the 
spreading of recent reports, like the ru- 
mor that former Emperor Charles would 
return to Hungary, in order to influence 
exchange.

This, the newspaper declares, accounts 
for Admiral Horthy’s opposition last 
April to the return of Emperor Charles 
to the Austrian throne, as he preferred 
to accept the possibility of seeing his 
daughter become Queen.

JOSEPH BERMEL DIES 
IN CARLSBAD AT 61 


Ex-Boreugh President of Queens 
Was Long Political Foe of 
‘Curley Joe’ Cassidy.

died yesterday at Carlsbad, Czecho- 
slovakia. He had been abroad since 
April 29 last on business and to visit 
his son-in-law, Captain Frank Jedlika, 
assistant Military Attaché to the Amer- 
ican Mission to Czechociovakia. 

Mr. Bermel was born in Brooklyn in 
1860. After learning the stone cutting 
trade he went to Middle Viliage in 1882 
and established a monument business in 
the vicinity of the Lutheran Cemetery. 
He was prominent in politics in the old | 
town of Newton and after cosolidation 
he became active in Queens politics. He 
was one of the first to break away frem 
John H. Sutphin and ally himself to 
‘*Curley Joe’’ Cassidy. When the lat 
ter became Borough President in 1901 
Mr. Bermel was made Public Works 
Commissioner. 

There was a falling out 
and Cassidy became bitter political 
enemies. Cassidy wanted to become 
Borough President for the third time 
and Bermel told him that he was going 
to be a candidate himself. He formed a 
fusion in the county and although Cas- 
sidy was the county boss ne defeated 
him. 

3ermel took office as Borough Presi- 
dent of Queens in 1906 and continued as 
such until Spril 29, 1908. Then sud- 
denly resigned and went to Europe. 
started on the day he was summoned to 
appear before Grand Jury 
to testify purchase of 
Kkissens Lake Park by the city and 
which he had favored. At the same 
time charges were preferred against him 
to Governor Hughes.

Court. After he had heard the. testi- 
mony of a veteran of the World War and 
a soldier's widow, who charged that 
they had been swindled by one of twen- 
iggy 9 alleged bogus ‘‘ home builders,’’ 

e Magistrate said: 

‘What has appeared in this investiga- 
tion so far certainly shows amazing con- 
ditions, After hearing how this soldier 
and this widow have been fleeced, I can- 
not understand how these things were 
tolerated. A thorough inquiry should be 
made by the District Attorney’s office as 
soon as possible to bring all the com- 
plainants into court so that we may get 
at these thieves.’’ 

The little courtroom was crowded with 
men and women of small means prepared | 
to tell how wlausable sales men and wo- 
men had tied up their savings, insurance | 
or pensions.

BERLIN, July 28.—A leit motif of pe- 

culiar discouragement runs through a 
remarkable speech delivered recently by 
Lenin to a Moscow meeting of Food 
Commissars whom he hailed as practi- 
cal, common-sense men about to go 
forth into the provinces to put the new- 
est Bolshevist economic theories into 
practice. It was one long apology for 
his sudden radical departure from the 
orthodox principles of Bolshevism and 
reversion to the pseudo-capitalistic sys- 
tem. Lenin said to them: 

‘* New conditions of sad reality have 
changed our economic policy. These new 
conditions were on the one hand the 
bad condition of the peasants, and on 
the other hand bad development in the 
big industries. Our present position is 
bad. We cannot revive the large indus- 
tries. We must now employ all our 
forces, cost what it will, to the end that 
the small bourgeois industry shall im- 
prove. 

‘‘The new conditions have given the 
whole Soviet Government a new basis 
and turned its economic policy in an 
entirely new direction. You know how 
hard we worked for all these years to 
upbuild and improve our apparatus. 
You know how hard it was to build all 
over again. There is no real rest for 
us, and there are lots ef difficulties 
ahead of us. The new policy will be of 
long duration. But do not vacillate. 
The country is run way down economi- 
cally, but every new difficulty has hith- 
erto brought forth new forces and new 
enthusiasm. We are going frightfully 
slow, but still ahead. Though we have 
not mastered all difficulties we are mas- 
tering them. Realization among the 
workers grows that the new conditions 
are a new battleground whereon the 
workers alone, without the help of capi- 
talists, will slowly conquer position 
after position. 

‘‘ Despite the hideous harvest, we must 
absolutely collect enough food—a hun- 
dred per cent. or almost a hundred per 
cent. If the regions with a bad harvest 
show ‘a deficit it must be made up by 
otther regions. Go forth to see to it 
that the new Soviet decrees do not re- 
main on paper only, as, unfortunately, 
is too often the case. The Soviet Gov- 
ernment must accommodate itself to the 
new Soviet structure.”’ 


MAY REVIVE NATIONAL DEBT.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The British 
Government is serjously considering the 
advisability of declaring the Anglo-Rus- 
sian trade agreement null‘and void, ac- 
to word reaching Washington 
today. Antipathy in British Govern- 
ment circles, it is stated, is not due to 
the fact that practically no benefit has 
accrued to Great Britain in commerce 
since Krassin negotiated the agreement, 
but rather because the Soviet authori- 
ties are apparently not living up to their 
agreement with regard to propaganda 
in British controlled territories. 

The head of the Soviet delegation sent 
to Constantinople was a certain Kudish. 
Instead of interesting himself in the de- 
velopment of commercial relations, Ku- 
dish is said to have devoted himself al- 
most entirely to Bolshevist propaganda. 

After the’ work had gone on success- 
fully for several months, it was dis- 
covered by the authorities. Kudish had 


divided the city into several sectors, in | 


each of which a separate revolutionary 
committee was hard at work, preparing 
for a general uprising. The plot was 
to have been sprung the moment the 
Kemalists should arrive within striking 
distance of Constantinople. 

When he discovered the authorities 
were on his trail, Kudish fled, going to 
England with a British passport. His 
organization, however, remained intact, 
and when the Greeks withdrew their 
covering force from Ismid and _ the 
Kemalists drew nearer their ultimate 
goal, the danger of a general outbreak 
was imminent. Thereupon the’ British 
military authorities acted. In the emer- 
gency, they did not even refer the ques- 
tion to London, but seized the ring- 
leaders, capturing important documents 
which conclusively proved the existence 
of a widely organized Turko-Bolshevist 
plot, with ramiftfeations extending from 
Angora to Sofia, 

No secret is made of the fact that th 
chief motive of the British Government 
in concluding the agreement with Kras- 
sin was to put an end to Bolshevist 
propaganda in British,dominions, partic- 
ularly India, and also in Persia and 
other neighboring States. So far as 
trade is concerned the agreement is re- 
xerded as practically worthless, as it 
has been found impossible to revive 
trade betw4en Kngland and Russia on

Commerce Commission Refuses 
to Order Redivision of Joint 
Freight Rates. 


REJECTS BLANKET INCREASE 


Board Declares Present Plan Inequl- 
table and Calls for New Pro- 
posal in Ninety Days. 


WASHINGTON, July 28.—New Eng- 
land railroads were denied by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today their 
plea for a redivision of joint rates be- 
tween carriers east and west of the 
Hudson River, with a greater proportion 
of such rate returns accruing to them. 

The exhaustive hearings of last Spring, 
the commission said in its opinion, 
failed to show justification for blanket 
increases to the New England carriers 
in the portion paid by shippers for joint 
service, but revealed ‘‘ an existing con- 
dition of divisional arrangements which 
is the antithesis of equality, uniformity, 
system and order.”’ 

Because of this condition the com- 
mission ordered the New England roads 
to submit within ninety days a proposal 
which would remove the inconsistencies. 

The commission agreed with the roads 
outside New England that the effort of 
New England roads was ‘‘ to augment 
their revenue from traffic which they 
interchange with their connections, 
without regard to the question of 
whether the present divisions are fair 
and reasonable and without considera- 
tion of the probable effects upon rev- 
enues ’’ of the other roads. 

The commission also said that to ex- 
clude certain roads in New England 
Which were opposed to the proposal of 
the majority ‘‘ would not be treating the 
New England roads as a whole.’’ 

In reply to the request that a blanket 
increase be given New England roads 
and allotted among them by the com- 
mission, the decision said: 

‘“This would be taking from one road 
and giving to a ‘ess prosperous road, 
thus doing by indirection what the Con- 
gress deliberately and specifically re- 
fused to authorize us to do.’ 

The financial condition of New Eng- 
land roads is not‘measurably worse than 
that of some of the defendant roads, 
the commission holds, in reply to the 
claim that roads in that territory were 
;not adequately compensated for their 
| service, which, they declared, was more 
{expensive than that of other_roads. 

“No evidence of the reasonable and 
ejuitable measure of divisions other 
than ‘as a whole’ has been offered, ’’ 
the committee said. ‘‘ No method by 
which the apparently incongruous plan 
of divisions now in force might be re- 
adjusted has been summitted, and we are 
thus left to deal with the situation in 
the light of generalizations which can 
lead only to speculative ventures upon 
an unknown field. The various methods 
which have been suggested to alleviate 
the financial conditions of the New Eng- 
land lines and assure them just, reason- 
able and equitable division indicate in 
themselves the uncertainty of their ap- 
plication, and it is apparent that 
adopted they would not only perpetuate 
the inconsistencies to which complain- 
ants refer but would create new prefer- 
ences and prejudices. ”’ 

The commission said it had no evidence 
‘“upon which to base an opinion as to 
whether the deficiency is or is not met 
from the revenues on coal.” 

“To treat the complainants ‘as a 
whole’ or as a group,’ the opinion 
added, ‘‘ would disregard the differences 
which obtain between the complainants 
j}individually. Much of the evidence ad- 
|duced was solely in behalf of the New 
Hiaven and manifestly has no applica- 
ition to conditions on the Bangor 
Aroostock, the Central Vermont or 
Rutland.”’

BRITISH OFFICER SETS 
NEW RECORD IN ALP 


'The First ‘Man of His Years to 
Climb the Weisshorn, 14,800 
Feet High.

ZERMATT, July 28.—A record of re- 
markable character has just been estab- 
lished here. A British mountain climber, 
Major P. B. Lindsell, a retired Indian 
Army officer, aged €5, has succeeded in 
making the ascent of the 
14,800 feet in altitude, one of the most 
difficult ascents in the Alps, requiring 
exceptional endurance and nerve. 
Major Lindsell has beaten the age 
record for climbers of this mountain, no 
cne of his age, not even a guide, having 
ever ascended it. Lindsell was accom- 
ranied by guides and took nine hours to 
reach the summit from Weisshorn Hut. 
He informed your correspondent that he 
did not begin climbing until aged 50, 
and admitted that at one time, when 
about two hours from the summit, he 


feared his strength was giving way. but, 
he added, ‘‘ I felt also that, at my age, 
unless I did it then I should probably 
never, be able to do it, and I was not 
going to let it beat a British officer.’’ 

The last ascent of the Weisshorn by an 
American citizen was that of a woman, 
Miss Dora Keen, whom your correspon- 
dent met on the summit. This ascent 
was made in 1910, Miss Keen 
taken six hours from the hut to the top 
with two guides. 

Zermatt has many distinguished climb- 
ers, among them the Prince Consort of 
the Netherlands, who, however, climbs 
only minor peaks and is accompanied by 
more than the usual number of guides, 
to the great satisfaction of the latter, 
who have not too many climbers this 
year. Today the Prince intends to at- 
tempt the ascent of the Matterhorn.

Governing Committee Adopts a Reso- 
lution Making Important 
Change in Rules.

CUBAN RAW SUGAR HIGHER. 


Price Is Advanced One-quarter of a 
Cent a Pound. 


The Cuban Sugar Commission has ad- 
vanced the price of Cuban raws % cent 
@ pound to 3% cents, cost and freight. 

This increase is believed to be the direct 
result of the heavy buying of Cuban 
geugar both for domestic and foreign ac- 
count in the last few weeks. Total sales 
by the commission in the first three 


days of this week approximate almost 
100,000 tons, compared with sales of 95,- 
000 in the week of July 22, 62,000 in the 
week of July 15, and 57,800 in the week 
of July 8 Sales thus far this week 
virtually exceed the sale for the entire 
month of June. 

The greater part of the sales, as is 
natural, were for domestic account, but 
in the foreign markets Hngland was the 
heaviest buyer, having taken approxi- 
mately 5(,000 tons in the first three days 
of the week. The heavy buying for for- 
eign account is believed to be due to the 
poor progress of the crops abroad, 
drought having affected the beet crops 
ia most of the European countries. 

It is said that the demand for the 
refined product is also steadily on the 
increase, due to the approach of -the 
canning season. The 
Refining Company and the National 
Sugar Company yesterday advanced 
their prices of refined sugar 10 points, 
to 6 cents a pound, less 2 per cent. for 
cash. This follows a similar advance 
announced by the Warner Sugar Com- 
pany on Wednesday.

MORE GASOLINE USED. 


Sharp Reduction in Stocks on Hand 
Reported by Bureau of Mines. 


In face of the general curtailment of 
demand for petroleum products the con- 
sumption of gasoline in the United States 
is running far ahead of last year. Asa 
result there has been a sharp reduction 
in the stock on hand at the close of 
June, as compared with the previous 
month, according to the figures compiled 
by the Bureau of Mines. According 
it, the gasoiine stock at the close of th 
half year amounted to 752,663,016 gal- 
lons, a decline of 47,827,771 gallons from 
the amount held at the close of May. 

May stocks were the largest on record 
and represented the culmination of a 
steady gain since September of last 
year, when they were at the low point 
of 288,000,000 gallons. The June decrease 
indicates a further improvement in con- 
sumption, due to warmer weather, and 
it is expected that there will be a 
further decrease in stocks in the next 
few months. 


CERTIFICATE QUOTA GONE. 


Indebtedness Issue for This District 
Is Overeubscribed. 


Sufficient subscriptions were received 
in the New York Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict yesterday not alone to exhaust the 
New York quota of certificates of in- 
debtedness offered, but to take up the 
entire $300,000,000 offerinf§, if all sub- 


scriptions had been filled. The New 
York quota is between $90,000,000 and 
$100,000,000, and they will be scaled 
down approximately one-third, it is ex- 
pected. 

The issues bear date and interest from 
Aug. 1. One of them, to be known as 
TM 2, is due on March 15, 1922, and 
draws 5% per cent. interest, while the 
other, known as Series B, 1922, is due 
Aug. 1,°1922, and draws interest at the 
rate of 5% per cent.

‘‘The Federal Reserve act has been

.aken by Congress in a generation. If 
it had not been for the Federal Reserve 
system the farmers and manufacturers, 
and the bankers for that matter, would 
have been decimated by a panic which, 
it is safe to say, would have been worse | 
than any we have had before. As it is, 
no violent disturbances have taken place, | 
end the country went through the most; 
' critical period without a Zinancial erup- | 
tion of any kind. If any criticism could 
be directed at the Federal Reserve! 


Board, it could only be that it may not 
have acted soon enough jn attempting 
to arrest the inflation of the medium 
of circulation, bank deposits and loans. 
if prices not risen to the dizzy 
heights to which they were permitted 
to go, the fall would now be less ex- 
treme, but that would have been only 
a matter of degree. 

“ The ederal Reserve system has 
done splendidly. It is one of the few 
organs of our economic body that has 
functioned to perfection. and it is the | 
envy of Huropean nations, It would be | 
nothing short of a crime to permit the 
Federal Reserve system to be thrown 
into politics, and through the strength- 
cning of the political influence in its 
administration to increase the danger | 
of weakening the non-partisan business 
point of view which is essential for the 
|safety of the country. Unless the Fed- 
eral Reserve system is kept free from 
political domination, it is bound to he- 
come a danger to the United States, 
where now it is a tower of strength 
and a protection of the first order.’

For some time there has been keen 
competition in the steel industry, espe- 
cially by smaller producers. Prices have 
been shaded in all sections and in most 
cases have been met by larger com- 
panies. But up to now all have sold 
their products under the Pittsburgh 
base. According to statements made in 


some quarters yesterday, it is under- 
stood that the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, the company which_ benefits 
most under this system, has eliminated 
the Pittsburgh base, as far as Chicago 
business is concerned. This could not 
be confirmed at the offices of the cor- 
poration. 

Steel men expressed concern over the 
climination of the Pittsburgh basis at 
this time. It is considered unfortunate 
in view of the recent fight made by cer- 
tain companies to maintain this policy 
in face of opposition by the Federal 
Trade Commission. That body recently 
reopened the question to reconsider the 
decision rendered at the first hearings, 
which was in favor of the steel com- 
panies.

OIL MEN DISPUTE 
MEXICAN FIGURES 


Number of New Wells and 
Record Exportations Denied 
by the Producers. 


BIG CUT IN RECENT OUTPUT 


Practically All of Present Drillings 
Had Been Arranged With Au- 
thorities Some Time Ago. 


The Association of Producers of Pe- 
troleum in Mexico, through its Director, 
Guy Stevens, issued a statement yester- 
day in which exception was taken to 
reports sent out by the Financial Agen- 
cy of the Mexican Government. The as- 
sociation said that the statement at- 
tributed to the Financial Agency of the 
Mexican Government to the effect that 
*gsince July 1 over 125 wells are being 
drilled,was misleading.’’ Reports showed 
that during June approximately 100 wells 
were being drilled, some started several 
weeks before and in other cases several 
months. Actual drilling has commenced 
at a few locations during the present 
month. But in all these cases arrange- 
ments had been made some time before. 

In regard to the statement made by 
the Mexican Agency that ‘‘ the exporta- 
tion of oil during July on the part of the 


European and independent companies has 
been greater than in the preceding 
month "’ the association said that this ‘‘is 
entirely contrary to the facts. The lead- 
ing European companies referred to are. 
of course the Agtlia and the Corona. The 
* independent companies ’ probably 
means such companies as the Atlantic 
Gulf Oil Company, Island Oil and Trans- 
port Corporation, the Texas Company, 
&e. The actual figures will turnish the 
simplest and most conclusive answer to 
this portion of the statement of the Fi- 
nancial Agency of the Mexican Govern- 
ment. Shipments of the Aguila Company 
during the first six months of this year 
averaged approximately 2,200,000 barrels 
@ month. The indicated shipments of the 
Aguila during the present month, based 
on its actual shipments to date, are ap- 
proximately 750,000 barrels. 

“The average of the Corona Company 
for the past six months has been ap- 
proximately 540,000 barrels a month, 
against which it has been shipping dur- 
ing July at the rate of about 165,000 
barrels a month. 

‘““The average monthly shipments of 
the Atlantic Gulf Oil Company during 
the past six months amounted to ap- 
proximately 540.000 barrels a month, 
probable 215,000 barrels during the pres- 
ent month. 

“The Island Oil and Transport Cor- 
ca pg shipped an average of 915,000 

arrels a month during the first six 
months of this year, and the indicated 
shipments for the month of July will 
amount to approximately 175,000 bar- 
rels. 

“The Texas Company has exported 
during the past six months at the rate 
of approximately 1,160,000 barrels a 
month, and thus far has made no ship- 
ments at all during the month of July. 

“‘It seems hardly necessary to com- 
ment upon the Financial Agency’s state- 
ments that the shipment of approximate- 
ly 9,000,000 barrels of crude oil during

CUT FOR PRINTERS ASKED. 


Magazine Publishers Say Reduction 
Is Imperative to Trade. 


Resolutions calling for a reduction in 
the wage scale for compositors, effective 
Oct. 1, and an arbitration contract with 
Typographical Union No. 6 on the part 
of the New York Employing Printers, 
were adopted at a meeting of the Na- 
tional] Publishers Association on Wednes- 
day, it was announced yesterday. No 
mewspapers are represented in the as- 
gociation, which is composed of publish- 
ers of periodicals. It was said that, un- 
less an agreement could be reached with 
** Big Six,’’ it was probable that many 
of the magazines now published in New 
York would be printed elsewhere. 

According to a letter sent out by Fred- 
eric W. Hume, Executive Secretary of 
the association, reductions already ef- 
fected as a result of arbitration with 
other unions are not proportionate to the 
easing up of living conditions. There is 


no contract for arbitration with Typo- 
graphical Union No. 6, the letter said, 
and the publishers ask the employing 
printers to enter into an agreement with 
‘* Big Six’’ by Sept. 1 to arbitrate the 
wage scale, the agreement for which will 
expire on Oct. 1. 

*“*In case the employing printers are 
unable to conclude an arbitration agree- 
ment with Typographical Union No. 
by Sept. 1, the publishers should be no- 
tified in order that individual publishers 
may make such agreements as are 
mecessary to guarantee the continuance 
of their publications on a reasonable 
cost basis,’’ the statement added. 

In speaking at the meeting, Arthur J. 
Baldwin, Vice President of the McGraw- 
Hill Company, said that the time had 
come when all industry was liquidating. 
Mr. Baldwin said that the mailers had 
accepted a $4 a week reduction, the 
bindery women a 10 per cent. cut and 
gome of the other unions a 12 per cent. 
reduction. It was intimated that the 
publishers would also seek a return 
to the forty-eight-hour week from the 
forty-four-hour week, which was ob- 
tained by the compositors after the 
strike of 1919.

WEAKER CLOSE IN 
WHEAT AT CHICAGO 


Country Offerings Drop, but 
Millers and Exporters Won't 
Follow Advances.

CHICAGO, July 28.—A majority of 
wheat traders here and throughout the 
country are favorable to the buying side 
on break, but, for the present, are not 
disposed to push the prices higher, be- 
cause exporters, although regarded 
needing a great deal of wheat later in 
the season, are not disposed to follow 
the advances. Germany has been the 
best buyer of late, but reports from the 
seaboard said bids from there were 9 
cents out of line. In the face of this 
report, the total business at the sea- 
board, without any countries being men- 
tioned, was 250,000 bushels, and at Chi- 
cago “#00,000 bushels, with charters for 
200,000 bushels. The price paid for 
wheat was 1% cent better than recently, 
or 3% cents over July, f. 0. b. boat 
here, buyers to furnish the boat. 

Country offerings of wheat were shut 
off sharply in the last few days and the 
big rush is regarded as over, although 
the movement continues heavy, and pri- 
mary receipts were 3,035,000 bushels, 
against 2,874,000 bushels a week ago and 
1,549,000 bushels last year.

RESERVE EARNINGS 
DROP 10 NEW LOW 


A $44,000,000 Reduction Sends 
Assets of Banks to 40% Below 
Last Year’s Close. 


$22,900,000 MORE OF GOLD 


Federal Board Also Reports Deposit 
Increase and Further Note 
Issue Decline.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—Aggregate 
gains of $22,900,000 in gold and of $3,000,- 
000 in other cash reserves, accompanied 
by a reduction of $26,900,000 in Federal 
Reserve note circulation and an increase 
of $2,300,000 in deposits liabilities, are 
indicated in the Federal Reserve Board’s 
weekly bank statement issued as at 
close of business on July 27, 1921.

MEXICAN CROPS POOR. 


Northern States Have to 
Graln—Banana Crop Lost. 


MEXICO CIYIyY, July 28 (Associated 
Press).—A gloomy crop report for virtu- 
ally the entire republic was issued last 
night by the Department of Agriculture, 
which assigned the lack of rain, pests 
and the unwillingness of farmers to cul- 
tivate their lands as the chief causes. 

The report says that the Northern 
States of Chihuahua, Nuevo Leon and 


Cahuila suffered the heaviest, necessi- 
tating heavy imports ot grains from for- 
eign countries, while no State produced 
more than 50 per cent. of the usual crops 
of rice and beans, the nation’s staple. 

The banana crop in the State of Ta- 
basco was lost because of the cold 
weather, which also caused a loss of 50 
per cent. in the sugar crop in the State 
of Nayarit, the report states.

JEALOUS OF HIS SON, 
ITALIAN STABS WIFE 


Wounds Her Fatally With Ice Pick 
When She Laaghs—A. E. F. 
Man Her Stepson. 


‘When Mrs. Madalina Giaraffa laughed 
at the assertion of her husband Luigi 
yesterday afternoon that she was too at- 
tentive to his son by a former marriage, 
the husband plunged an ice pick into her 
face and body and inflicted wounds 
which physicians &t St. Vincent’s Hos- 
pital said would cause her death. 

Giaraffa was locked up at Police 
Headquarters last night on a charge of 
felonious assault. 


The Giaraffas were married in Italy 
eleven years ago. She was 27 years old 
at the time and he was 52. He came to 
this city soon after with his son and 
about three years ago sent for his wife. 
They went to live at 273 Elizabeth 
Street, and soon after the son returned 
from France, where he served with the 
A i. 

Mrs. Giaraffa suggested to her hus- 
band that it would be a generous thing 
for him to send her back to Italy with 
the son, so that they could tel] relatives 
of the part played by the son in the 
World War. Giaraffa acquiesced and 


gave his wife 12,000 lire for the trip. 
Giaraffa told Detectives Dardis, Trezza 
and Greco after the stabbing yesterday 
that He received word from relatives in 
Italy that his wife and his son were 
*‘ living like sports’’ on the money, and 
he sent for her to return immediately. 

Mrs. Giaraffa returned with the son 
six months ago, but when they entered 
the Elizabeth Street apartment the fa- 
ther walked out and said he would never 
return. He went to live at 167 Hester 
Street and refused to talk to his wife 
until yesterday, when she called on him 
at his apartment. According to the de- 
tectives, she demanded to know why he 
would not live with her, and when he de- 
clared that she ‘‘ was more like a sweet- 
heart to his son than a stepmother,”’ she 
lau shingly addded he “ was getting old 
and suspicious.’’ Then Giaraffa was al- 
leged to have stabbed her. 

He fled after the stabbing, but was 
captured less than an hour later by the 
detectives at Columbia and Congress 
Streets, Brooklyn, as he was sending a 
friend to the hospital to learn his wife's 
condition.

Half Year’s Net Operating Income 
$7,245,937 Better Than in 1920. 


The June earning statement of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad, issued yes- 
terday, shows net operating income 
amounting to $321,132, an increase of 
$908,482, compared with June, 1920, when 
there was a deficit of $587,349. The 
June gross is $16,816,023, a decrease of 
$1,268,883, against that item in June, 
1920. Gross for the first six months of 
this year was $96,230,951, and net op- 
erating income for the half year $7,630,- 
464. This was an increase in net over 
the half year in 1920 amounting to 
$7,245,937. 

The results of operations for last 
June show total earnings of $16,718,390 
and total operating expenses of $14,- 
068,045, leaving a net operating revenue 
of $2,650,344. 

‘“While the net operating income was 
reduced through various debits by $1,- 
322,023,’" says the report, ‘‘ there has 
accrued a credit growing out of the ad- 
justments of the accounts for the guar- 
antee period, increasing the miscellane- 
ous income of thé company in like 
amount, so that the final income of the 
company for the monch is not adversely 
affected.’”’ 

The Erie’s net operating income in 
June stands at $91,459, an increase of 
$2,146,507 over June, 1920, the net for the 
half year was $303,278, an increase of 
$9,182,356 over the corresponding period 
last year. The June gross was $8860, - 
706, and the gross for the six months, 
$54,921,668. 

Illinois Central’s report shows net op- 
erating income of $1,258,739, an increase 
of $1,711,593 over June, 1920. The Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul reports net 
in June, after taxes, of $1,151,800, an 
increase of $585,880.

‘“* Resolved, That partners of members 
be admitted to the floor of the Ex- 
change between the hours of 11:30 and 
1:30 on such days and under such con- 
ditions as may be decided upon by the 
Committee on Library with the approval 
of the Committee of Arrangements.’’
